The PSGSA focuses upon any and all philatelic aspects and areas related to all periods 
from discovery to modern postal operations of the following past and present stamp- 
issuing entities and areas: Anglo-Boer Wars, the Bechuanalands, Botswana, British 
Central Africa, Cape of Good Hope, Griqualand East/West, the Homelands, Lesotho, 
Malawi, Namibia, Natal, New Republic, the Nyasalands, Orange Free State/River 
Colony, the Rhodesias, South West Africa (German & British Periods), Stellaland, 
Swaziland, Transvaal, Union/Republic of South Africa, Zambia, Zimbabwe, and 
Zululand. 


The Award is available to all National shows with 3 or more Southern Africa exhibits 
as defined above and in the opinion of the judges shall be awarded to the best 
exhibit. The winning exhibit must win at least a National Vermeil or in the case of an 
international show such as FIAF or FIAP, a Large Silver. There is no limitation to 
number of frames for each qualifying exhibit, nor the class in which it is entered (Youth, 
One Frame, Picture Post Card or Open Class). Membership in the society is not 
required to receive any of these awards. 
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
